GHS Students Pick 
Their Own Winners

The logging sled that had been recovered 
from the waters of Lake Margrethe on Sep- 
tember 27th, was returned to the water on 
Friday, November 4, in a pond near Bright 
and Glory-Lakes. 

The order to return the sled to the water 
came from David Dilts, Regional Park 
Supervisor, after he was advised by Jim 
Schultz, Coordinator of Field Program, 
Michigan Historical Museum, that the 
water would keep the sled preserved until 


the restoration process could be coordi- 


nated. Permission for the temporary 
storage in the pond was approved by the 
Land and Management Division. 


Restoration entails either painting the 
wood surfaces daily with a 20% solution of 
Polyethylene Glycol-400 for one year or to- 
tally submerging the wood in a vat contain- 
ing the same solution for one year. This is a 
Swedish technique used to preserve re- 
covered viking ships. The process replaces 
the water as it leaves the wood with the 


' preservation chemical. 


Schultz described the process as ‘‘labor- 
intensive’, especially if the chemical has to 
be applied by brush. If a vat is used, Dilts 
explained, along with the construction of a 
large container, safeguards must also be 
considered. A controlled situation will have 
to exist he said to insure that contamination 
of ground water does not occur, and that a 
20% solution can be maintained. 

The metal hardware will also have to be 
treated. 

The glycol base of the preservative is in 
great demand by both the cosmetics indus- 
try and for the production of anti-freeze. A 


shortage of this base currently exists be- 
cause of several plant explosions in 
southern U.S. cities. There is a waiting list 
for all prospective buyers. 

Schultz said that the museum has placed 
an order for a 55 gallon drum of Poly- 
ethylene Gylcol-400 through Ashland Chem- 
icals, but he said that he does not know when 
the chemical will be available. The esti- 
mated cost for the 55 gallons is $700. 


Schultz has consulted with Ken Potts of 
the Lake Michigan Maritime Museum, 
South Haven, an underwater archaeologist 
specializing in shipwrecks, and Kathryn 
Singley, of Baltimore, an archaeologist who 
is an expert in the conservation of under- 
water artifacts. 

In the meantime, Schultz said that the 
logging sled, which he feels is in excellent 
condition, well worth restoration, is being 
preserved by the best available method, 
cold fresh water. He said that putting the 
sled underwater for the winter gives the 
State valuable time to collect the necessary 
materials and assemble a team to do the 
actual restoration. 


“In this case,’’ said Schultz, ‘‘I believe 
that the proper people have been consulted, 
and the proper action taken to insure that 
the sled will be ready for future restora- 
tion.” 

The logging sled was found by Tim Coe 
and Bob Butzin on September 9th while they 
were diving off the Camp Grayling boat 
launching area in about 20 feet of water. 
Two additional members of the Crawford 
County Sheriff Department’s diving team, 
Todd Golnick and Scott Feldhauser assisted 
with the sled raising.

Placing Own Interests 
Ahead of Country's 


Dear Sir, 

Most of the anti-National 
Guard activism displayed in 
the Camp Grayling area ap- 
pears to be coming from 

small sportsmens’ and 
horneowners’ associations. 
They seem to be placing 
their own interests ahead of 
the country’s need for an ef- 
fectively trained militia. 


I spend about ten days a 
month in the summer at my 
cabin on the AuSable river 
near Grayling. My observa- 
tions indicate that relatively 


few residents are disturbed 
by the Guard’s activities. 


Most of the time there are no 
Guard activities to be seen 
or heard. Even during the 
short periods of intensive 
maneuvers the artillery 
noise is, if anything, re- 
assuring.

Notes from the Woods

It is not the greatest novel ever written, It 
is not ‘the best story I’ve ever read. But it is 
the book that has influenced my life more 
than any other, It is ‘Bang the Drum Slow- 
ly” by Mark Harris. 

i don’t even remember why I checked it 


out of the library originally. Harris’s novel — 


looks and reads as if it were about baseball, 


' which I like fine, but is no big deal in my life. 


In truth, Harris is writing about human 
relationships. The characters just happen to 
be baseball players. They could have been 
anybody and, in fact, probably represent 
just about all of us. 

At the novel’s center are two men who 
play for the fictional New York ‘‘Mam- 


moths”’ in 1955, the year they win the World — 


Series: Henry Wiggen is a talented young 
pitcher. His roommate Bruce Pearson is a 
nearly illiterate, third-string catcher from 
Georgia whom the other team members 
harass unmercifully. 

Henry Wiggen narrates the story, al- 
though he would have no story to tell were it 
not for the fact that his teammate is dying of 
Hodgkin’s Disease. Bruce calls Wiggen 
from a nameless hospital in Rochester, 
Minnesota, in the winter of ‘55 to tell him, ‘‘I 
am doomeded.”’ 

Henry, who can pretty much dictate the 
terms of his contract, insists on a clause 
which states that he and Bruce stay together 
on the club or else go together. Though it is a 
strange request, the manager reluctantly 
grants it. 

He spends the rest of the season trying to 
uncover the secret that Wiggen and Pearson 
share, the team spends the rest of the season 
winning the pennant and harassing Bruce, 
Henry spends the rest of the season getting 
twenty wins and protecting Bruce, and 
Bruce spends the rest of the season playing 
baseball and dying. 

I will never forget “Bang the Drum Slow- 
ly” because it taught me the following: We 
treat our relationships with a casual in- 
difference, as if we had forever to mend the 
many hurts we thoughtlessly inflict upon 
others. How much better it would be if we 
recognized that every time we part from a 
relative or friend, it might be the last time 
we see him. 

We treat death as a light punishment, 
wishing it upon peeple with ease when they 
make us angry. Henry’s (and the reader’s) 
knowledge that Rruce is truly dying make 
his team members’ remarks seem poignant, 
cruel and ironic: 


From a straight political standpoint, it 
was probably suicide for Mr. Dunn, This 
year undoubtedly marks Mr. Dunn’s last 
hurrah in politics. He may run again for 
something, but his party support will be nil 
and his credibility will be low. 

His suit certainly didn’t help Mr. Dunn get 
any money, and it probably won’t help any 
future candidate in dealing with the Wash- 
ington committees, either. Any organization 
which controls that sort of money can pretty 
much make up the rules as it goes along. 

* * * 

THE SIZE OF CAMPAIGN spending is al- 
ways troublesome and is getting worse. Mr. 
Riegle had more than $4 million at his dis- 
poal, Congressional candidates raise and 
spend up to $1 million or so. Political action 
committees, representing special interests 
with definite axes to grind, become more 
and more important to the process. 

Will reform happen? Not easily. 

Members of Congress and the Senate, who 
have mastered the present system and have 
used it to get elected and re-elected, would 
have to make the changes. And from their 
selfish point of view, why change a winning 
system? 

* * * 

THE CAMPAIGN for and against public 
funding for welfare abortions has been most 
disturbing. Too much of the campaign has 
centered on money. 

A medicaid abortion costs $318, compared 
with $3,150 to deliver a welfare baby, ac- 
cording to a legislative report. State Trea- 
surer Bob Bowman weighs in with an es- 
timate that discontinuing medicaid abor- 
tions would cost taxpayers’ an extra $45 
million a year. 

These figures may be right, or they may 
be wrong. Either way, it really shouldn’t 
matter. The question is whether public fund- 
ed abortions under welfare is right. . 

It would be cheaper to execute all felons 
and close all prisons. It would save tax 
doliars to shut down mental hospitals and 
terminate anyone who is imperfect. And it 
would be a whale of a lot cheaper to require 
euthanasia for all reaching the age of 70. 

But is it right? That should be the question 
on Proposal A, too. 


“Can he help being from Georgia?” pro- 
tests Henry to infielder Washburn, who en- 
joys ‘ragging”’ Bruce. ‘You was born there 
yourself... His folks and his home are 
there, and he hopes to die there when he 
dies.” 

“T hope he gets his wish,”’ answers second 
baseman Simpson. ‘‘Probably the sooner 
the better,’’ adds Washburn, 

We wish breezy death curses upon others 
who interfere with our own hopes and plans; 

A catcher who has just been bounced back 
to the minors says bravely, ‘‘Well, maybe 
somebody will drop dead soon and open up a 
slot for me.” : 

“Leave us hope so,” replies Henry dryly. 

How often do we wait until someone is ill 
to start treating him with the kindness that 
was surely his due before the diagnosis? 

When another teammate — suddenly 
develops-a heart of gold upon hearing of his 
cancer, Bruce says to Henry, ‘‘Probably you 
told him or something. Probably everybody 
be nice to you if they knew you were dying.” 

The World Series is nearly over when 
Pearson leaves the team for the final time. 
“Send me the scorecard from Detroit,” he 
tells Wiggen, who forgets to do so and 
berates himself for the slip: ‘‘I am just like 
the rest. Wouldn’t it been simply .. . to 
Shoved it in the mail?” 

Bruce dies on October 7, Henry goes to 
Georgia to be his pallbearer and later 
writes, ‘He was not a had fellow, no worse 
than most and probably better than some, 
and not a bad ballplayer when they give him 
a chance, when they laid off him long 
enough. From here on in [rag nobody.” 

I have never forgotten those words, 
‘From here on in I rag nobody,’’ Too many 
good people have already slipped away 
while I was left with unsaid good-byes, un- 
mented fences, unpaid thanks, owed letters, 
unspoken compliments, unexpressed love. 
But I hope and trust that our final en- 
counters were not times that I “ragged” 
them, 

Why, in fact, “‘ray” people at all? The en- 
tertainment value of harassing others is 
grossly overrated. Mark Harris taught me 
that. People are too fragile, life is too fleet- 
ing, relationships are too precious, to risk 
hurting somebody else. 

Who knows what the future holds? Any- 
way, why wait for bad news to make us 
iiice? If you're not convinced, read the book. 
As for me, P’'m with Henry. From here on in, 
Trag nobody. .

Annual Stratford Festival 


A group from the Craw- 
ford AuSable School District 
made its one-day trek to 
Canada’s Stratford Festival 
on September 30 to see 
Shakespear’s ‘Richard III.” 
This year’s trip was sponsor- 
ed jointly by Grayling Mid- 
dle School’s Advanced 
Studies and English Depart- 
ments. 


The Stratford trip, offered 
annually to students in 7th 
through 12th grades, was 
originated by the Advanced 
_ Studies Program as a way to

The strategy seems to be 
working..

The evaluation forms that 
students complete after the 
trip also indicate its popu- 
larity. One 12th grader 
wrote, “I wish I could go 


again, but since I’m a senior’ 


I won’t be able to.” 

Teachers who organize the 
trip say that the students are 
becoming increasingly 
knowledgeable about Shake- 
speare’s __ writings. “Tf 
Romeo and _ Juliet’ is 
playing next year it would be 
nice to see it,” said one. 
Another added her wish: “I 
want to see ‘Antony and 
Cleopatra.” 

The group began its 300- 
mile trip to Stratford, On- 
tario, at 4:30 am. on a 
LeCoache Tours motor 
coach. They arrived at 11:00, 


and in the next couple of 
hours shopped, explored 
the town and ate lunch. They 
saw the matinee  per- 
formance at 2:00, then re- 
turned home immediately, 
arriving in Grayling again 
around midnight. Although 
the schedule sounds gruel- 
ing, many people slept on the 
bus both coming and going, 
and the teacher chaperones 
insist that the day went very 
fast and was surprisingly 
easily.

Can Be Used Next Year 


Keep Cool and Dry 

Many gardeners are likely 
to have some unused vege- 
table or annual flower seeds 
left from the 1988 growing 
season. These seeds were 
grown and packaged for the 
1988 growing year. Their 
vitality and performance in 
1989, if you save them, will 
be determined by how they 
are saved, 

Although seeds are living 
organisms, they arein a state 
of slow life. Their dormant 
state, however, can be inter- 
rupted when seeds are stored 
at unsuitable moisture and 
temperature levels. 

The aim is to keep seed 
metabolism operating at the 
lowest possible level to keep 
the seed in a ‘‘holding’’ pat- 
tern until spring. However, 
you will need to control sev- 
eral environmental factors 
that affect the seecl’s vitality.

Moisture is an enemy of 
stored seed. Germination is 
hastened by high humidity 
and moisture. It is, there- 
fore, imperative to have seeds 
well-dried when they are put 
away and to keep them dry. 

Seeds stored in large 
amounts may heat up while 
in storage. So, stir or rotate 
them often to keep them in 
good condition, 

Stored seed is generally 
safest in securely closed con- 
tainers such as cans with 
metal lids, screw top glass 
jars or individual seed en- 
velopes sealed in glass jars, 
plastic or metal film contain- 
ers, or vitamin bottles.

Dad had four major loves 
in life. First was God. He of- 
ten mentioned that when he 
was a young man he had 
strong thoughts about be-— 
coming a minister. He enjoy- 
ed singing. Many different 
times at work or in the even- 
ing .he would sing songs 
about life, and he knew by 


. heart many church hymns. 


He sang them as he went 
‘along his way. He also enjoy- 
ed playing the harmonica, 
and all his family loved to 
hear him play it. The little 
kids would go and get it for 


him to play. 
He loved his family above 
most other things. He 


bragged about us kids, our 
accomplishments, and the 
fact that we all owned our 
own homes, and always 
stood on our own feet, until it 
became a source of pride 
and embarrassment to us.

He never liked to see 
weeds growing! He would 
send us kids out into the hay 
fields with burlap bags so we 
could pull out the weeds. We 
pulled more than our share 
of weeds from the garden 
and the potatoes, at least 
most of us thought so. 

And last but not least by 
any means, he loved dancing 
and music. He called square 
dances all his life, and many 
a time after a week of hard 
work, on Saturday night, we 
would all go dancing. Most of . 
us kids enjoy dancing as 
much as Dad ever did, and it: 
kept us cut of a lot of trouble | 
as teenagers. Five minutes 
before he left us, he was talk- 
ing about calling square 
dances with me and the man 
in the bed next to him. 

He had his faults, but the 
good things about our dad 
outweighed the bad. He was 
honest to a fault, hardwork- 
ing, and always tried to help. 
out the other man. If some- 
one needed help and he could 
see that they needed help, he 
was there. If he couldn’t see 
it, all they need do was ask. 

There are many things 
that could be said about Dad. 
He was a complex man. His 
in life were 
always “‘good’’, but because 
he had his own way, there 
were times he was misun- 
derstood. If he were here and 
could say one thing, it would 
be, ‘‘Please forgive me my . 
faults.” 

_ He wasn’t perfect, but are 
any of us? Whatever he was, 
we kids all loved him, each 
in our own way. He was our 


“Dad”. Thank God for 
giving him to us for eighty 
years! 


We, Avery’s family would 
like to take this moment to 
thank you all, relatives and 
friends alike, for all the kind- 
ness, love, and friendship 
that you have shown to us 
and our Dad thronghout his 
life.

Nielson operated 
the business in the same 
building until he sold the 
agency in 1974 to employee 
Gloria Rasmusson. 

Rasmusson operated the 
insurance agency with her 
husband Dick in the Salling 
Hanson Office building for 
two years after she pur- 
chased it; until Nielson de- 
cided he needed more room.

Over the years the build- 
ing housed the Michigan

and Service, and finally the 
Grayling Insurance Agency.

(radial, bias or bias belted) provide up to 
$0 percent more traction in soft snow 
than conventional radials alone. Growing 
in popularity for year-round use is the 
all-season mud and saow tire. 


Key checkpoints 


Make sure that your brakes are in 
good shape, and check out the exhaust 
system to protect the driver and passen- 
gers from lethal carbon monoxide fumes 
during the winter season's “windows 


closed” driving weather. 

The Gates Rubber Company suggests 
that the entire cooling system be given a 
complete check. Almost nothing can stop 
a car faster than a broken water pump 
bell or a blown radiator nose. 

If engine belts are cracked on the bot- 
tom or glazed on the sides, or if the car is 
four years old, the belts should be re- 
placed immediately. 


A coolant mixture of 50 percent water 
and 50 percent permanent antifreeze 
should be maintained for maximum pro- 
tection against the elements or a rust- 
clogged radiator. 

The system should be drained, flushed 
and filled with new coolant every (wo 
years. This also is a safe interval for re- 
placing the radiator hoses.

Don’t blame the battery 


when your car won't start 


@ It's possible the best never-say-die bat- 
tery won't gct your car started this win- 
ter. 

The reason, according to The Gates 
Rubber Company, is that not all engine 
parts and systems are as maintenance- 
free. But, you can prepare for the effects 
of cold weather with the following help- 
ful tips: 

1) Buy the best battery you can afford 
when it's lime to replace it, about every 


' three years. Cheap batteries have a lower 


power reserve. Remember, a battery will 
lose 35 percent of its cranking power at 
32°F. and 50 percent at O°F, 

2) Check the condition, tightness and 
cleanliness of the battery posts. The elec- 
trical resistance that develops when a 
battery cable terminal is loose or badly 
corroded can cause a no-start problem. 

3) Keep the gas tank full. This prevents 
condensation of moisture in the tank, 
which leads to fuel line, freeze-up. 

4) Use the correct grade of winter mo- 
tor oi! for your area of the country. Mast 
vehicle manufacturers recommend a 
thinner LOW-30 muiti-viscosity oil to re- 
duce engine part wear during the winter. 


5) Consider a minor engine tuneup, in- 


‘cluding checks of the charging and start- 


ing systems, spark plugs, ignition wires 
and the choke. 

Wet or cold winter weather increases 
deficiencies in ignition components, and 
worn spark plugs easily require twice the, 
electricity of new ones. If the choke Is 
not operating properly, the engine will 
crank slowly and will be hard to start. 

6) Rust, seeping antifreeze and just 
plain old crud in the cooling system can 
cause your engine to crank sluggishly or 
not at all. 

The system should be flushed out and 
new coolant added every other year. This 
also is the most convenient time to check 
the radiator hoses, and replace those that 
are soft or that show exterior cracks. 

7) Check alt V-belts, especially the al- 
lernator drive, says The Gates Rubber 
Company. The alternator should carry 
most of the electrical load, thereby re- 
serving battery power for starting the 
engine and operating emergency acces- 
sories. If the belts have not been replaced 
in four years, they could fail at any time. 


Slow warmup can harm engine 


A familiar scene on a cold morning ts a 
car idling in a driveway with exhaust bil- 
lowing from its tallpipe. [In the house, the 
owner comfortably finishes a second cup 
of coffee. The ear will be toasty warm 
when the time comes to take off for 
work. 

The owner may justify this wasteful 
practice with the excuse that the car op- 
erates better when it is allowed to warm 
up betore driving. 

Wrong, says Car Care Council. When 
the choke Is set, as is the case when a 
cold engine is started and then left at fast 
idle, the car is burning gas at a furious 
rate, 

Engine wear is accelerated because 
raw tucl from the enriched mixture 
washes lubricating olf down the cylinder 
walls. This also contaminates the oil in 


the engine crankcase, further inviting en- 
gine damage. 

There is a greater tendency for spark 
plugs to foul under these conditions, too. 
The excessively rich mixture is an ideal 
environment for plug fouling. 

Another consideration is the possibil- 
ity of overheating the catalytic converter 
An the exhaust system, Unburned fuel in 


the exhaust is burned off in the converter. 


If it gets hot enough, it could set some- 
thing on fire, especially if the car is 
parked over a flammable substance 
which could ignite. The car itself could 
catch fire. 

In any type of weather, the car should 
be started, run for a minute or tess at 
idle, and then driven at moderate speed 
until the engine has reached normal op- 
erating temperature.

Do you try to “fill ‘er up” to even 
moncy at the gas pump, causing the auto- 
matic nozzle to shut off several times be- 
fore you're satisfied the tank is full? 


Break the habit, urges Car Care Council. 


Overfilling can waste fuel and cause 
engine problems as well. Further, it pol- 
lutes the air. 

The reason for all this, says the Coun- 
ciJ, is that raw gasoline at the top of the 
tank enters a tube leading to a vapor re- 
covery container under the hood.

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posed to send gas vapors to the engine 
where they are burned off, but the raw 
gas presents a problem. It creates an 
over-rich mixture and causes poor com- 
bustion in the engine. 

The results are poor gas mileage, 
rough running and possibly hard starting. 
You also may notice a gas odor in the car. 

Unburned hydrocarbons from auto ex- 
haust, a major cause of air pollution, 
have been reduced by 96 percent since 
1960. The biggest source of trouble from 


the tail pipe now is due to maintenance 
neglect: A dirty air filter, worn spark 
plugs, incorrect timing or general lack of 
tune-up. 

But other sources of hydrocarbon va- 
pors, such as fuel evaporation when fill- 
ing the vehicle, continue to plague us. 

Corrective measures are being taken. 
In some states, for example, service sta- 
tions must have special nozzles and hoses 
to capture these vapors and return them 
to the underground tanks. This is an ex- 


"+ pensive proposition, but effective. 


There’s talk of incorporating sealed 
systems on future vehicles, whereby the 
vapors cannot escape during the refueling 
process. 

For now, however, vigilance is the an- 
swer. 

And, of course, it is important to keep 
the engine in good mechanical condition. 
An added caution for motorists with res- 
piratory ailments: Avoid gasoline fumes. 
Thev are especially irritating to sensitive 
jungs. Spend the little bit extra for full 
service, concludes Car Care Council.

seen. With winter’s wet, snowy driving 
conditions, and the sand and salt splatter, 
chances of wiper and washer failures are 
grealer because the demand on this 
equipment is at its peak. 

Is your car fuel-efficient? The cold 


weather months are the least economical 
for saving gas. Warming the engine in be- | 


low-freezing temperatures burns dispro- 
portionate amounts of gas. 

Stop-and-go driving with long periods 
of idling also wastes fuel. Check fuel line 
hoses for cracks and aging which could 
cause unexpected hose failure, says 
Gates. 

Don't overlook the emission effictency 
of your vehicle. Since winter conditions 
confine most cars to heavily populated 
areas, the potential for saturating the air 
with pollutants is greater. , 

So, attention to emission contro 
equipment is even more important in 
winter, A tuned engine emits far less than 
a neglected one. 


PURE ANTIFREEZE 


IS NO SOLUTION 


Visions of a frozen engine during the 
depths of a severe cold snap might en- 
courage some zealous car owners lo “fail 
safe’ by pouring pure antifreeze into 
their cooling systems. Then, they learn 
the hard way that they have created, 
rather than solved, car problems. 

Pure, undiluted antifreeze (ethylene 
glycol) solidifies at eight degrees above 
zero (Fahrenheit), warns Car Care Coun- 
cil. It is intended to be mixed into a 50 
percent solution with water, which pro- 
vides protection to -27°F. The maximum 
mix is 70 percent, says the Council, 
which protects to -85°F. 
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HOW TO 
“BRAKE IN” 
| WINTER 


Motorists driving on ice and snow this winter can 


prevent spin-outs and sliding by applying these 
braking tips: 


To slow or stop, squeeze the brakes by 
applying the pedal firmly, to a point just 
short of Jock-up (if they lock, ease off 


the brake pedal slightly but not 
completely). 


if the vehicle is out of control, de-ctutch 
(manual shift) or shift to-neutral 
{automatic transmission) while 
squeezing the brake pedal Just short of 
lock-up and hold. . 


«: Do not pump the brake pedal, just apply 


steady pressure. 


Compensate for longer stopping 
distances by staying a safe length 
away from other vehicles. Focus
